Dr. Kissinger and his 
top aides dined with Premier Meir 
and 8. small group of ministers at 
the Premier's residence in Jerusa- 
lem, and was due to meet, together 
with his broader complement of of- 
ficials, with the full Israel negotiat- 
ing team this morning.

On the other hand, Dr. Kissinger 
apparently struck a more responsive 
chord in Damascus on the Unef 
issue, the PoW issue, the question 
of current hostilities on the Golan, 
and other subsidiary issues. 


SUBSTANTIAL FORCE 

The impression he gained was 
that Assad would not necessarily 
hold out for an Untso rather than 
a Unef role in policing a disengage- 
ment. Dr. Kissinger himself endorsed 
the Israeli view that a buffer zone 
containing a substantial Unef force, 
rather then am empty mo-man’s-land 
patrolled by relatively few Untso 
observers, was a far surer method 
of sustaining 2 disengagement. Dr. 
Kissinger backed the Israeli view 
too that PoWs must be exchanged 
before disengagement proper could 
go into effect. On this, too, he re- 
portedly encountered some give in 
Syria's previous intransigence. 

The Syrian leadership also ap- 
parently indicated some willingness 
to scale down the fighting on the 
Golan and Hermon which Israel de- 
clared on Thursday was incompatible 
with negotiations. 

But any Syrian flexibility was seen 
as contingent upon the Secretary's 
ability to produce Israeli concessions 
on the territorial question. Specific- 
ally, Damascus remains adamant in 


its demand for the return of Ku- 
neitra. There, the problem centres 
not so much on the town itself as 
on the strategic heights surround- 
ing it, Israel's position is that these 
hills, which dominate the northern 
section of the Golan Heights, are 
not negotiable. 

Bearing out this analysis was 4 
statement by a “high U.S. official" 
who told newsmen after the talks 
in Damascus that Syria and Israel 
were “within negotiating range” on 
all the points at issue — save the 
vital question of territory (se? 
below). 


‘LINKAGE’ PROBLEM 


Israeli observers added last night 
that the problem of “‘linkage" would 
in all probability also pose major 
difficulties as the week's negotia- 
tions proceeded. Israel, they said, 
would refuse to countenance the 
Syrian demand that 8 disengage- 
Ment accord be explicitly “linked” 
to a final settlement involving fur- 
ther Israeli pullbacks according to 
a predetermined schedule. Syria 
still demands that an accord be 
linked to an Israeli commitment to 
eventually return to the pre-1967 
line. 

U.S. sources last night confirmed 
the possibility that no complete dis- 
engagement agreement would be 
worked out in the current round 
of talks. The Secretary, they 
thought, might be satisfied to re- 
turn to Washington with some 
progress having been made, but no 
final disengagement yet achieved. 
They were not — yet — prepared 
to speculate whether another round 
of commuting would be envisaged 
— or whether any further negotia- 
tions would be shifted to Geneva. 

It would seem that at the very least 
the Secretary needs to achieve a 
diminution of the artillery and 
aerial mini-war in the north if he 
is to claim any real success in this 
round of talks. Without a restora- 
tion of the cease-fire he could 
hardly contemplate making yet an- 
other personal mediation trip to 
the region.

The Knesset Foreign Affairs and 
‘Defence Committee cabled the West 
‘German Bundestag on Friday, asking 
for the immediate release of Nazi- 
hunter Beate Klarsfeld. 

The committee had been empo- 
wered to make the appeal by 8 
special session of the Knesset on 
‘Thursday, called to discuss 8. motion 
for the agenda on releasing Mrs. 
Klarsfeld and expediting legislation 
against Nazi criminals who are still 
at large. 

‘The cable appealed to the West 
German legislature to ratify the 
treaty between their country and 
France regarding prosecution of 
Nazi criminals. It was Germany's

Because of the lack of such 
treaties, the cable continued, thou- 
sands of Nazi criminals are walking 
free, including over 2 thousand who 
had been condemned in absentia by 
French courts for sending 100,000 
Jews to the gas chambers. This is 
a phenomenon which human society 
cannot tolerate, τ concluded. 

The cable was also sent to the 
French National Assembly.

Omariya hotel decision may be 


Both the promoter and op- 
ponents of the ΕἸ Al Hotel in 
Jerusalem said last night that 
they were considering appeals to 
the Supreme Court, following In- 
terior Minister Yosef Burg’s com- 
promise decision last week to 
mit a hotel in the Omariya Plot 
but of reduced size. 

The ‘West German promoter, Mr. 
Ignaz Bubis, sald in a telephone 
imterview that he would make 2 
final decision in a few days, after 
reading the text of Dr. Burg’s de- 
cision and consulling with his at- 
torney in Switzerland. He said he 
had received a binding promise in 
writing two years ago from Gov- 
ernment officials that he could build 
@ hotel on the site with 30,000 
square metres of floor space, which 
would come to 500-600 rooms. 

This was subsequently cut to 350 
rooms, and Dr. Burg’s decision last 
week called for a further cutback 
by reducing the height of the build- 
ing by two storeys. According to 
Ja’acov Dash, Chief Planner of the 
Interior Ministry, this would mean 
8 hotel of 200-220 rooms. Mr. Bubis 
seid his erchitect told him it would 
@mount to about 280 rooms. In any 
case, he said, if he appeals to the 
Supreme Court it would be for per- 
mission to build a 500-600 room 
hotel. 

Opponents of the hotel said they 
would appeal to the Supreme Court, 


for the hotel without first deposit- 
ing if for public objections. 

According to Interior Ministry 
Director-General Haim Kubersky, 
there is no need for deposition. 
He told The Jerusalem Post on 
Friday that deposition would be ne- 
cessary only if the plan called for 
a larger building than the one ori- 
ginally considered, but not when a 
smaller building is proposed. 

One of the opponents, Prof. Mi- 
chael Bruno, said icst night that 
@ new plan of any nature requires 
deposition. He said representatives 
of the 69 persons and organizations 
who had filed objections to the ori- 
plan have decided to file an

Mr. Bubis said he stood to lose 
$10m. if the hotel deal falls through. 
The West German investors whom 
he represents had received large 
income tax deductions by investing 
in a developing country. If the in- 
vestment is returned, Mr. Bubis 
said, he personally was obligated 
to pay all the income tax that would 
fall due.

Israel in ‘quagmire of own 
making,’ Koor chief says

ΠΛΙΒΑ. — A call “to pull the 
country out of the quagmire of our 
own making” was made by Koor’s 
general-manager, Meir Amit, here 
on Friday. The former Intelligence 
chief, speaking at the Maritime and 
Economic Club, listed a catalogue 
of shortcomings in foreign policy, 
defence, economics and social εὐναὶ 


corrective action. 

Some of the ills were so grave, 
he said, “that it would make you 
stagger if I told you their full 
extent.” 

At the social level, Amit called 


for “different standards of conduct, 


for another social style.” There was 
too much consumption, and manu- 
facturers’ expectations that it would 
shrink this year were refuted by 
the enormous demand for consumer 
durables. The income tax system 
was ‘ us 811 into Wars” and 
had grave negative effects on labour 
morale and productivity, as a study 
by the Management Institute had 
established, he said. 
“We are not abiding by any 
of priorities, principles and targets" 
he said. Consumption and even 
building, which are overheating the 
economy, should be curbed. “We 
cannot do that in defence spending.

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Muzzling the Governor 


WHEN the Bank of Israel's 
governor published his report 
on the sharp rise in the means.of 
payment, Mr. Sapir was under- 
standably annoyed, for the re- 
port included some harsh stric- 
tures on his economic policy. 

But Mr. Sapir’s comment that 
it would have been better to skip 
the report was less understand- 
able. ἃ. committee has been ap- 
pointed to consider a possible 
amendment to the Bank of Israel 
law so as to dispense with the 
governor's duty to submit 8 
special report whenever the 
amount of means of payment 
rises more than 15 per cent over 
a twelve-month period. In any 
case, the intention is to tone 
down his comments, to reduce the 
publicity accorded to them, and 
their possible impact on the ad- 
ministration's policy. 

The Bank of Israel's overncr 
is not suspect of party bias. 
has at his disposal the relevant 
economic data, and is supported 
by a team of rehers, the 
best we have in this country. 
Lastly, he is, ex officio, the Gov- 
ernment’s economic adviser. His 
comments must therefore carry 
Rreat weight. 

By suppressing the governor's 
critivisms. economic malaise will 
not be cured, Neither will the 
public’s confidence in official 
wisdom be strengthened. 

Even without the governor's 
detailed analysis, the facts speak 
for themselves. Israel’s GNP is 
now ing — in real 
at best at the level it had achiev- 
ed a year ago. However, the 


Lending by commercial banks 
has been hampered by their li- 
quidity deficits, which now stand 
at three times their level a year 
ago. And huge amounts of pur- 
chasing power have been absorb- 
ed both by the οἱ and 
volun war loans, and by sale 
of linked debentures at a rate 
never experienced in the past. 
Both factors should have helped 
keep down the increase in the 
Means of payment. 

The market for cars and for

T= Kissinger technique emerges with 
special clarity in the way the Secre. 
tary of State is handling the present round 
of disengagement taiks between Israel 
and Syria. 

The negotiation was bound to be tough 
because the parties were far apart and 
had little incentive to compromise. But 
Dr, Kissinger arranged for pressures to 
mount on beth sides, and now he comes 
on stage as the only one who can dia- 
mantle the pressures — the answer to 
everybody's prayers. 


The basic elements of a disengagement 
agreemem along the Golan Heights which 
separate Israel and Syria are obvious. Is- 
rael would abandon all Syrian territory 
seized during the 1978 war, plus a small 
slice of the Syrian land occupied during 
the 1967 war. The small slice would in- 
clude Kuneitra, which is the capital of the 
Golan Heights erea. 

In return, Syria would stop the fight- 
ing now under way, and Israeli 
prisoners. The strip of land between the 
two countries would be occupied by a 
United Nations contingent, and both sides 
would thin out their military forces in the 
adjacent territories. The disengagement 
would ‘be considered the first atep in a ge- 
Neral peace agreement which would in- 
clude further Israeli withdrawal from Syr- 
jan territory. 


Not much interest 


The trouble with this deal originally was 
that neither aide had much interest in 
making it. The Syrians have always re- 
presented themselves as the advance guard 
of Arab unity. Any accord which would 
leave Arab territory in Israel hands 15 a 
loss for them — not a gain. 

‘The Israelis are interested in trading land 
for peace. But the land around the Golan 
Heights is high ground with military sig- 
nificance. Some settlements might have 
to be abandoned — for the first time in 
Israel's history as a state. And the Is- 
raelis have no faith the Syrians will live 
up to the agreement anyhow. 

In these conditions, Kissinger first took 
soundings from both sides, Then he bided 
his time, allowing events to work their 
way.
